The no-p arking ban p oints u p the need for 
ad d itional off-street p arking facilities in Sa­ 
lem and some bu sinesses which will be af­ 
fected when the work starts alread y are p ro­ 
v id ing their own p arking facilities. 
Until su ch time as Rou tes 62 and 4 5 a re 
by p assed arou nd Salem at some fu tu re d ate, 
it ap p ears that car owners will hav e to re­ 
member that Lincoln and Ellsworth are “off 
limits” if they hav e any inclination to p u ll 
ov er to the cu rb.

This is not going to be the y ear that Ohio 
will ad op t a labor reform law. Gov . DiSalle 
say s he will fight for the same kind of p ro­ 
p osal again and in the meantime “will try 
to bild p u blic op inion behind it.” 
The gov ernor of Ohio, congressmen in Wash­ 
ington and p u blic officials ev ery where who 
are concerned with this trou blesome p roblem 
need to concentrate p articu larly on p u blic 
op inion.

mov ement. 
These mov ements cannot su cceed withou t 
the su p p ort of the p eop le who shou ld be most 
concerned — the u nion members, themselv es.

They stu d y it 
as carefu lly and d iligently as they stu d y 
any thing abou t their jobs. 
The instant there is a hu e and cry for 
u nion reform by u nion members, no force 
will be strong enou gh to stop it.

Prof. James J. Ry an of the Uni­ 
v ersity of Minnesota Institu te of 
Technology told u s that 10 y ears 
of testing hav e p rod u ced hy d rau lic 
bu mp ers and other safety featu res 
that ‘wou ld p rev ent inju ry to car 
rid ers u p on crash at 40 miles p er 
hou r into rigid barriers or head on 
collisions withou t change in sty ling 
or increase in cost of new au to­ 
mobiles.' ” 
By way of stressing the imp ort­ 
ance of 
t h i s scientific break­ 
throu gh, Roberts noted that abou t 
one half of accid ents occu r below 
40 miles an hou r. 
Some ex p erts say that safety 
belts and safer car “p ackaging” 
can sav e 
m a ny 
motorists in 
crashes at tu rnp ike sp eed , 6 0 miles 
an hou r and ov er. 
William I. Steiglitz, d esign en­ 
gineer of Rep u blic Av iation Corp ., 
told of one jet p lane crash at 17 5 
miles an hou r on takeoff. The p lane 
cartwheeled , skid d ed , hit a road 
bank and broke u p , y et the p ilot, 
p rotected by a belt and a well- 
d esigned interior, escap ed with 
nothing worse than minor bu rns.

2. Interest rates for commercial 
borrowing are rising. Also tax -ex ­ 
emp t bond s of states and cities that 
ju st a few y ears ago u sed to bear 
interest at 1A4 p er cent now p ay 
more than twice as mu ch to at­ 
tract inv estors. The State of Cali­ 
fornia borrowed fou r y ears ago a 
2 p er cent and last month had to 
p ay 3.9 4 p er cent. 
3. Becau se U.S. sav ings bond s 
p ay too iow a rate of interest, ma­ 
ny p eop le are cashing them in and 
inv esting in something else. In 
Ju ne alone the p u blic cashed in 
470 million and bou ght only 323 mil­ 
lion of the “E ” and “H” bond s. 
4. Presid ent Eisenhower is p lead ­ 
ing with Congres to raise the ceil­ 
ing established by law so that gov ­ 
ernment bond s can comp ete with 
other interest rates bu t the Demo­ 
cratic p arty p oliticians are block­ 
ing action. They are u rging t h e 
Fed eral Reserv e Banks to bu y into 
the market and keep the p rice 
u p 
artificially . 
This 
is 
called 
“ p rinting p ress” money by the 
Fed eral Reserv e Board chairman. 
One wond ers whether a catastro- 
p hy in the financing of gov ern­ 
ment secu rities has to hap p en be­ 
fore the inflationists will be con­ 
v inced of the wisd om of the Pres­ 
id ent’s req u est. 
5. Mortgage money for hou se 
bu ild ing now req u ires a high in­ 
terest rate and the end isn’t in 
sight. This can sq u elch the bu ild ­ 
ing boom and resu lt in u nemp loy ­ 
ment. Interest rates for mortgages 
now are abov e 6 p er cent in many 
p arts of the cou ntry . 


WHAT’S IT all abou t? The tru th 
is that inflation is in fu ll swing. 
The gov ernment has been sp end ing 
more than it has been taking in. 
The “sp end ers” are still fighting 
against the “sav ers” in Washing­ 
ton. Confid ence is lacking. 
The p u blic is being rep eated ly 
told , moreov er, that the Democra­ 
tic p arty is going to win in the 
1960 p resid ential and congressional 
elections and that’s less than 18 
months away . So if there’s going 
to be more and more sp end ing and 
more and more inflation in the nex t 
few y ears, the inv estor feels he 
mu st tu rn now to the p laces where 
he can get a higher retu rn on his 
money . Also the gov ernment later 
wou ld hav e to p ay higher p rices 


for the same q u antity of thing, i 
bou ght this y ear. This means mor« 
d eficits and a fu rther weakening ol 
confid ence in the d ollar. 
As for the economic situ ation 
generally , while there has been a 
bu sines boom for the last 
few 
months, now the steel strike has 
p rod u ced a new climax . 
It cou ld mean a tu rning p oint 
for the nation in both wages and 
p rices. If the steel u nions win, in­ 
flation will be encou raged becau se 
steel p rices will rise. If the steel 
comp anies, howev er, can effect a 
stabilized settlement that sav es 
money on “working ru les,” then 
p rices can be held d own d esp ite a 
slight increase in wages nex t y ear. 


EVERY BUSINESS and ev ery 
u nion in America is watching steel 
for a clu e to the fu tu re of the 
economy . It will d o the worker lit­ 
tle good to get a wage increase 
now and p ay ou t more later for 
liv ing costs. This really red u ces 
his p ay . 
To illu strate the meaning of in­ 
flation, it is necessary to look back 
only a few y ears. Thu s, in 1946 a 
new hou se p riced at $10,000 re­ 
q u ired abou t $4,000 d own and a 20- 
y ear mortgage at 4.6 p er cent. The 
total cost amou nted to $13,202. To­ 
d ay a similar hou se costs $17,6 00, 
and the u su al d own p ay ment is $3,- 
250 and the interest rate is 6 p er 
cent, so the total cost is $27,748. 
Until the nation as a whole be­ 
comes aware of the u nsou nd d oc­ 
trines of the inflationists who steer 
the Democratic Ad v isory Commit­ 
tee and influ ence a su bstantial 
nu mber of Democrats in Congress, 
there will be little accomp lished 
toward d ev elop ing a sou nd econo­ 
my . 
Likewise, the u nion lead ers keep 
p ointing to the p rofits of corp ora­ 
tions, 
forgetting 
that 
su rp lu ses 
hav e to be accu mu lated to bu y 
new’ p lant and eq u ip ment at higher 
and higher p rices each y ear. Pro­ 
fits went d own d u ring the reces­ 
sion. This d eficiency now has o 
be mad e u p in su cceed ing y ears. 


THE STEEL STRIKE will itself 
cost the nation billions of d ollars. 
One wond ers why the lead ers of 
organized labor d o not see that this 
is one time when a wage-and -p rice 
freeze wou ld rescu e the economy 
and start a real wav e of p rosp er­ 
ity . 
The facts are ju st as clear tod ay 
as they will be after a lengthy 
strike. The answer is simp le: A 
p led ge by the comp anies that they 
will not increase p rices and an ac­ 
cep tance by the labor u nions of a 
rev ised set of working ru les that 
will help the emp loy ers to imp rov e 
efficiency and increase p rod u ctiv ­ 
ity so that the nex t wage increase 
can be absorbed by the comp anies 
withou t a p rice increase. 
It wou ld be a salu tary lesson to 
the whole bu siness and financial 
world and gain a big v ictory for 
the champ ions of stabilization as 
against the d estru ctiv e forces of 
inflation.

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Brando and U.N.

NEW YORK (AP) - Marlon 
Brando is anx iou s to do a film 
abou t the United Nations. 
"Bu t so far we hav en’t been able 
to come u p with the right script,” 
he said. 
The actor became interested in 
the U.N. du ring a tou r of Sou th­ 
east Asia a cou ple of y ears ago. 
‘‘I was impressed by the fact 
that people all ov er the world had 
giv en u p good jobs to go to work 
for peanu ts for the United Nations 
on its technical assistance proj­ 
ects,” he recalled. 
“I'd like to do a story that 
wou ld allow people access to in­ 
formation abou t the U.N., which I 
feel by and large has been ov er­ 
looked. Bu t it wou ld hav e to be 
a 
pictu re 
v ital and interesting 
enou gh to make people want to 
see it. Otherwise, it wou ld be 
shown 
only 
in 
chu rch 
base­ 
ments.” 
Brando, who has play ed ev ery ­ 
thing from a rebelliou s longshore­ 
man to Napoleon, has the role of a 
wandering gu itarist in his 13th 
film, “The Fu gitiv e Kind,” co- 
starring 
Anna 
Magnani 
and 
Joanne Woodward. 
Marlon, who has trimmed down 
15 pou nds on a high-protein diet, 
still retains a glacial silence abou t 
his 
personal 
life. 
Bu t 
du ring 
a short rehearsal break in his 
dressing room he was. qu ite willing 
to talk abou t the international sit­ 
u ation. It is mu ch on his mind. 
For the benefit of his fans, here 
are his v iews: 


Pattern 


‘‘I think that, sooner or later, 
we are bou nd to hav e a world fed­ 
eration of states—a world gov ern­ 
ment. Economic facts can’t be ig­ 
nored mu ch longer. 
“It is my theory that world 
wars resu lt from a mu ltitu de of 
civ il wars within each indiv idu al. 
“The thing that I hate most— 
that frightens me most—is the in­ 
difference and blind acceptance of 
the destru ctiv e impu lses in peo­ 
ple. 
“ When people cannot find a way 
somehow to resolv e their own in 
nate 
aggressiv eness 
then 
they 
combine with other indiv idu als, 
grou ps and mov ements and at­ 
tack a sy mbol they call the ene­ 
my . 
“Bu t the enemy is simply their 
own u nconsciou s projections sy m­ 
bolized by a racial, religiou s or 
economic issu e. Or they may sim­ 
ply be against people with red 
hair or people who are cru el to 
their goldfish.** 
The resu lt, Brando feels, is war, 
if no way is fou nd to channel these 
mass hostilities safely . 
Bu t he believ es the atom bomb 
is the world's best hope for peace: 
“If a man—or a statesman — 
feels that something of himself 
will liv e on—his principles or his 
children—he is willing to die for 
the preserv ation of what he be- 
Jev es in. 
“Bu t when he knows that he will 
die and nothing will be left—no 
one will remain to mou rn his sac­ 
rifice, appreciate his heroism or 
carry on his principles—then he 
is bou nd to giv e a second thou ght 
abou t going to war. 
“That is the singu lar change the 
atom bomb has made.’

Kennedy (D-Mass* regards Ohio 
as his most important arena for 
a pre-convention bid for the Demo­ 
cratic presidential nomination.
